Mr0  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I 
have  the  pleasure  to  present  the  eighty  second  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services 
of  the  City  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1956,  Since  the  statistical  data 
and  details  of  the  various  services  provided  by  the  Health  Department  are  fully 
elaborated  in  the  context  of  the  report,  it  is  intended  in  this  introduction  to 
refer  only  to  any  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year  and  to  refer 
briefly  to  those  matters  which  appear  worthy  of  special  mention. 

The  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population  as  computed  by  the  Registrar- 
General 8  s  Department  was  27,580  persons  being  an  increase  of  300  over  the  estimate 
for  the  previous  year  and  1,859  higher  than  the  figure  obtained  in  the  census  of 
1951.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  City  increased  by  248  during  the  year 
namely  from  7*705  to  7*953.  There  were  832  applicants  waiting  to  be  rehoused  on 
the  Council  housing  list  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate 
even  though,  the  figure  is  still  below  the  national  rate.  A  total  of  375  live 
births  being  recorded,  compared  with  330  live  births  in,  the  previous  year  ,  providing 
respectively  rates  of  13*86  and  12.63  per  thousand  live  births. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  fallen  from  24.  24  per  thousand  live  and 
still  births  in  1955  to  a  figure  of  13 *  33  per  thousand  in  1956,  and  is  now  well 
below  the  rate  of  23o8  per  thousand  obtained  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  In  all 
there  were  only  five  deaths  amongst  infants  in  the  :  City  during  the  year,  and  when 
on  analysis  it  is  found  that  four  of  these  deaths  took  place  during  the  first 
four  weeks  of  life,  and  all  were  due  either  to  prematurity  or  congenital  malforma- 
tions,  it  is  appreciated  what  a  satisfactory  position  prevails  as  well  as  being  an 
indication  of  the  excellent  services  that  are  now  available  for  the  welfare  of 
the  mother  and  child.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  of  18. 7  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births  also  shows  a  decrease  from  the  figure  of  24.1  per  thousand  obtained  during 
the  previous  year.  i.his  f  igure  also  compares  satisfactorily  with  that  of  22.  9 
given  as  the  national  rate.  Further  comment  on  these  figures  would  be  superfluous 
as  they  must  certainly  speak  for  themselves. 

The  Death  Rate  of  9*  99  per  thousand  estimated  average  home  population 
shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figure  of  9*38  obtained  during  the  previous  year. 


3 lit  still  compares  most  favourably  with  that  of  11 0  7  per  thousand  for  England 
and  Wale  So  The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  area  was  328  of  whom  167  were  mal.es 

and  161  females 0  Of  these  deaths  only  5» 2%  occurred  below  the  age  of  45  years, 

whereas  just  over  75%  fell  into  the  age  group  of  65  years  or  over*  As  would  be 
expected  from  this, Heart  Disease  and  associated  Vascular  conditions  constituted 
the  main  causes  of  death,  these  being  again  followed  by  deaths  due  to  cancer0 
Whilst  deaths  from  these  causes  tend  to  show  a  small  all  round  increase,  deaths 
from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  show  a  decrease.  On  further  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Mortality  figure,  it  is  noted  that  in  keeping  with  the  national 
trend  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  continues  to  show  a  steady  increase,  and 
of  the  fifteen  deaths  from  this  cause,  no  less  than,  thirteen  were  males.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  is  a  sharp  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributable  to 
Bronchi t is  partly  due  to  the  particularly  mild  winter.  No  maternal  deaths 
occurred  during  the  year,  and  with  the  exception  of  Tuberculosis  there  we  ire  no 
deaths  frcm  infectious  disease.  Of  the  two  deaths  attributed  to  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  both  individuals  were  over  65  years  of  age0 

Details  are  incorporated  showing  the  .results  of  work  carried  out  by 
the  Mass  X-Ray  Unit  during  its  visit  to  the  City  in  the  months  of  March  and  April, 
tyiese  figures  have  been  supplied  through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Moore,  Director  of 
the  Unit.  On  this  occasion  the  Unit  visited  various  parts  of  the  City  during  its 
six  weeks  stay,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  attendance  figures  in¬ 
creased.  over  those  of  the  previous  visit.  Included  in  the  programme  was  a  visit 
Ito  H.M.  Prison  and  the  figures  clearly  indicate  the  justification  for  this  in¬ 
vestigation.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  newly  discovered  cases, 
the  figure  rising  from  0.93  to  1.51  per  thousand.  These  figures,  however,  must 
be  considered  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  cases  are  now  being  discovered  much 
earlier  and  thereby  respond  more  readily  to  chemotherapy  and  other  modern  forms  of 
treatment,  so  that  ulitmate  cures  may  be  anticipated. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  showed  a  consider¬ 
able  reduction.  This  is  practically  completely  accounted  for  by  tie  fall  in  the 
I  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  only  seventeen  cases  being  notified  compared  with  543 
I  in  1955.  Five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  reported  all  of  whom  suffered  from 

I  varying  degrees  of  paralysis.  None  of  these  cases  ,  however,  were  actual  residents 
If  the  City  but  were  notified  as  patients  through  the  hospital,  having  been  ad¬ 
mitted  in  most  instances  as  suspected  cases  and  notification  being  made  on  confirms 
Ifcion  of  the  diagnosis.  With  the  exception  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Dysentery,  all 
nther  notifiable  infectious  diseases  show  a  gratifying  reduction  in  incidence, 
Jvhilst  the  increases  noted  for  Whooping  Cough  and  Dysentery  are  only  what  might  be 
I  expected  in  the  normal  course  of  events.  Only  three  cases  of  Pood,  poisoning  were 
lnot.if.ied  during  the  year  and  these  were  isolated  cases,  there  being  no  indication 
hf  anything  in  the  nature  of  an  outbreak. 

I  The  problem  of  dealing  with  sub-standard  houses  occupied  much  of  the 

pine  of  the  Department  during  the  year.  This  involved  the  making  of  a  number  of 
I  Compulsory  Orders  in  connection  with  upwards  of  115  houses.  Following  Public 
Jlnqui.ri.es  all  the  Orders  were  confirmed  with  the  exclusion  of  only  two  properties. 
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A  further  two  houses  were  demolished  under  Section  11,  Housing  Act,  1936,  and 
Closing  Orders  v/ere  obtained  in  connection  with  eighteen  properties. 

A  great  volume  of  new  legislation  came  into  force  during  the  year 
which.  will  require  to  be  implemented.  Mention  in  this  connection  must  be  made 
of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change 
of  Designation)  Act.  Of  the  first  two,  a  considerable  amount  of  preparatory  work 
is  .involved  whilst  the  latter  simply  alters  the  title  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
to  that  of  Public  Health  Inspectors.  This  change,  however,  in  no  way  alters  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  these  officers,, 

The  work  of  the  three  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  fully  elaborated  in 
Section  D0  of  the  report  which  deals  with  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  and 
has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  E0  Seynour,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,,  In  the  past, 
the  Inspectors  had  often  to  work  under  very  difficult  conditions  especially  in 
connection  with  meat  inspection  at  the  slaughterhouse.  It  is  gratifying, 
therefore,  to  report  that  during  the  year  a  modern  Abattoir  was  opened  at  Winnallo 
This  provided  more  up  to  date  facilities  for  all  concerned  and  enabled  the  old 
slaughterhouse  to  be  closed  down.  By  arrangement  with  the  City  Council  the 
Wessex  Slaughterhouses  Board  became  responsible  for  the  control  and  management  of 
this  Abattoir. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  keen  interest  and  co-operation  in  the 
work  of  the  Department.  To  Dr.  Findlay,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 

and  his  Staff  who  have  at  all  times  been  available  to  advise  and  assist  in  our 
many  investigations  I  wish  to  convey  my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  „  To  the 

other  officers  of  the  Corporation  and  the  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  De¬ 
partment  I  desire  to  place  on  record  my  gratitude  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  in.  the  work  of  the  Department.

Report  dealing  with  the  practical  application  of  enviromental  health  measures  in 
the  City  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  195 5 „ 

The  health  of  the  community  depends  to  a  large  extent  on  environment,, 
This  being  so,  in  addition  to  housing  in  its  widest  sense,  covering  repairs,  slum 
clearance  and  redevelopment j  ox  concern  to  us  all,  are  the  conditions  of  work 
in  factories,  offices  and  shops,  etc„j  the  cleanliness  of  the  air  we  breathe, 
food  hygiene,  meat  and  food  inspection  and  what  is  known  as  health  education,, 

The  work  involved  In  such  matters  proceeds  relentlessly  day  by  day,  with  few 
physical  signs  of  reward,  but  with  results  which  show  an  all  round  improvenent.  in 
the  preservation  and  progress  of  public  health. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
housing  matters,  but  despite  the  great  progress  which  has  already  been  made, 
the  problem  of  reconditioning  mendable  houses  still  continues  to  be  both  complex 
and  urgent o  In  the  report  I  have,  in  addition  to  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses, 
endeavoured  to  consider  some  of  these  aspects  frcm  the  standpoint  of  one  who  is 
engaged  in  the  practical  administrative  work„ 

Two  outstanding  occurrences  in  1955  were  the  production  of  a  clean  air 
policy  for  the  reduction  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  the  introduction  of  new 
food  legislation,, 

Another  1955  measure  of  considerable  importance  wa s  the  passing  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designation)  Act,  1955,  when  the  public  health 
inspector  was  brought  into  being  and  the  sanitary  inspector  ceased  to  exist,, 

I  feel  sure  that  time  will  prove  that  the  change  has  been  for  the  general  goodc 
There  should  certainly  be  fewer  misconceptions  of  the  true  nature  of  a  public  . 
health  inspector 8  s  duties  than  there  has  been  about  a  sanitary  inspector5  s„ 

In  presenting  this  report,  I  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my 
appreciation  of  the  support  which  the  Council  have  given  and  of  their  ready  help  : 
dealing  with  the  problems  of  the  year0  To  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  fo: 
their  continued  loyalty  and  support,  and  to  all  others  who  have  assisted  me,  I 
extend  my  thank s0

HOUSING 


Slum  Clearance 

During  He  year  it  was  found  possible  to  continue  the  slum  clearance 
programme  on  similar  lines  as  in  1953°  The  first  official  representations  of 
Clearance  Areas  composed  of  houses  mainly  in  private  ownership  were  made  on  the  1st 
February;  these  and  other  Clearance  Areas  represented  during  the  year,  comprising 
117  house  So,  are  dealt  with  in  fuller  detail  on  page  21.  In  these  areas  there  were 
found  to  be  a  small  number  of  owner  occupiers,  living  in  houses  which  were  so  far 
below  proper  standards  and  so  inextricably  involved  with  other  low  grade  houses, 
that  it  was  not  possible  to  exclude  them  frcm  action  despite  the  strongest 
feelings  of  compassion,, 

There  is  an  element  of  hardship  in  many  of  these  cases.  Sitting 
tenants 3  or  persons  desperate  for  housing  accommodation,  have  paid  considerable 
sums  of  money,  or  entered  into  commitments  to  pay  such  sums,  well  in  excess  of 
the  compensation  allowed  to  be  paid  by  the  Corporation  when  acquisition  takes  place. 
This  arises  from  the  fact  that  a  house  taken  over  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  is 
regarded  as  without  value ,  the  compensation  being  assessed  at  site  value  only. 

Even  in  those  cases  where  special  allowance  for  a  house  adjuged  by  the  Inspector 
of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  be  well  maintained  is  paid,  the 
additional  amount  of  compensation  is  restricted  to  certain  limit s„ 

Reference  must  be  made  to  the  work  of  many  tenants  in  providing  new 
fireplaces  and  doing  repairs  and  decorations,  although  the d  agree  of  camouflage 
which  they  create  sometimes  embarrasses  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Whilst  the 
tenants0  efforts  do  little  to  remove  the  basic  unfitness  of  the  house  or  prevent 
its  inclusion  in.  a  Clearance  Area,  they  do  rad.se  serious  issues  on  the  question 
of  payment  for  well  maintained  houses., 

Dilapidations  are  not  allowed  too  much  weight  when  classifying  sub¬ 
standard.  property,  as  they  can  he  readily  dealt  with;  on  the  other  hand,  a  well 
groomed  house  should  not  be  allowed  to  blind  one  to  essential  defects.  It  is 
known  that  houses  have  been  condemned  solely  for  important  hut  not  essential 
structural  defects,  whilst  houses  with  marked  defects  affecting  health,  such  as 
defective  ventilation  or  inadequate  lighting,  have  been  passed  over  because  the 
fabric  of  the  house  was  in  good  condition.  Such  failure  in  perspective  was 
particularly  in  evidence  during  the  year  when  certain  objectors  at  Public 
Inquiries  wished  to  save  houses  which  were  comparatively  sound  structurally,  hut 
foil,  of  health  defects  which  could  only  lead,  to  demolition,. 

The  activities  of  the  Council  in  connection  with  Slum  Clearance  have 
attracted  a  vast  number  of  enquiries  from  present  owners  and  occupiers,  prospective 
purchasers  and  others,  all  interested  in.  knowing  .if,  when  and  how,  particular 
properties  are  to  be  dealt  with.  Our  unfit  houses  are  not  to  be  found  in  any  one 
locality  but  are  scattered  throughout  the  City  and  interspersed  with  better  types 
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of  houses,,  A  great  deal  of  patient  explanation  is  necessary  to  show  why  certain 
houses  are  included  in  our  programme  and  other  houses  are  note  We  have  in  the 
department  felt  obliged  to  devote  considerable  time  to  these  enquiries  so  as  to 
mitigate  the  natural  resentment  which  this  classification  of  unfitness  sometimes 
arouse So 


As  indicated  in  previous  report s*  all  houses  recommended  for  Clearance 
are  reviewed  and  actually  visited  by  the  Redevelopment  Sub  “Commit  tee  who  are  able 
to  support  the  recommendation*  if  they  are  satisfied  that  the  houses  are  unfit 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  merit  condemnation0 

Individual  Unfit  Houses0 

In  the  case  of  individual  unfit  houses *  early  demolition  is  sought 
only  where ,  in  addition  to  being  unfit  for  human  .habitation*  the  houses  are 
affected  by  seme  critical  condition  or  combination  of  circumstances  which  do  not 
allow  of  a  reasonable  alternative  to  actual  demolition,,  Such  houses  are  normally 
dealt  with  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act*  1936*  following  an  official  re¬ 
presentation  which  defines  the  principal  defects  found*, 

Every  private  owner  affected  by  an  official  representation  is  given 
an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  Health  Committee  to  show  why  an  order  .should 
not  be  made.  In  very  few  cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  there  a  suggestion 
that  the  houses  affected  were  fit,  for  habitations,  though  one  house  was*  on  the 
application  of  the  owner 9  allowed  to  remain  standing  on  the  owner 5  s  undertaking 
not  to  allow  it  to  be  used  for  human  habitation  uni, ess  by  works  approved  by  the 
Committee,,  it  was  brought  up  to  a  proper  standard,.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in 
respect  of  two  house s s  and  in  addition  fourteen  houses  were  closed  following  forma" 
representation  under  the  Aot„ 

A  total  of  four  dwellings  were  also  re  cions  true  ted.  and  rendered,  fit  as 
a  resul  t  of  this  type  of  action*  these  were  small,  two  and  three-storey  houses 
which  had  been  closed;  the  owners  executing  the  necessary  works  after  the 
Closing  Orders  had  been  made0  In  only  one  case  was  a  sub -standard  dwelling  which 
was  ear-marked  for  demolition^  rendered  fit  before  a  formal  Demolition  Order  was 
madeQ 

Repair  of  Unfit  Houses 

The  deterioration  of  hundreds  of  privately  owned  houses  which  has 
taken  place  in.  the  City  during  the  past  half  century  and  the  factors  which  have 
contributed  to  the  existing  position*  are  now  well  known.  Taking  these  matters 
in  order 

"The  standard,  scale  and  degree  of  repairs  twenty  years  ago 
fell  so  far  short  of  complete  repair  and  reconditioning*  that 
those  houses  have  now  lapsed  into  nearly  the  same  degree  of 
disrepair  as  those  which  have  not  been  repaired  for  thirty  or 
even  forty  years*. 


In  weighing  the  owners3  position,  it  is  recognised  that 
property  .is  usually  owned,  as  an  investment  and  a  desire 
to  obtain  the  maximum  return  has  resulted  in  a  minimum  of 
repairs  being  executed*  Many  owners  in  the  area  do  nothing 
by  way  of  repairs  unless  required  to  do  so  by  the  Gouncil0 
Management  of  property  i.s  expensive  which,  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  .improvement  works  invariably  make  necessary  con- 
tingent  repairs,  has  led.  to  shyness  in  improving  premises  - 
the  permitted  rent  being  insufficient  to  encourage  the  owner* 

Many  houses  have  remained  substantially  the  same  for  a  hundred 
years  -  the  only  alterations  being  the  provision  of  piped  water, 
drainage,  gas  and  electricity 0 

In  later  years  the  dead  hand  of  the  Rents  Acts  has  dis¬ 
couraged,  even  the  best  owners  frcm  doing  other  than  essential 
repairs,  the  cost  of  which,  as  compared  to  1939.  has  risen  by 
nearly  L£)Cffo0 

Concurrently  with  these  conditions,  there  has  been  neglect 
by  tenants,  giving  rise  to  dilapidations,  breakage  of  equip¬ 
ment  or  fittings,  overcrowding,  sub-letting  parts  of  houses 
which  lack  reasonable  amenities  and  of  course  the  problem 
families* " 

It  is  with  this  background  that  we  are  faced  with  the  problem  of 
saving  hundreds  of  houses  in  Winchester  which  will  deteriorate  to  slum  level 
if  comprehensive  repairs  are  not  carried  out.  It  is  a  matter  of  consideration, 
therefore,  whether  after  several  years  of  concentration  on  the  removal  of  very 
bad  houses,  the  time  has  now  come  for  some  re-orientation  of  our  housing  pro¬ 
gramme  which  will  initiate  action  on  what  has  now  become  the  most  -urgent  aspect 
of  this  problem  -  the  prevention  of  a.  further  collection  of  sub  -standard  property* 
With  the  existing  small  staff,  however,  there  would  be  obvious  limits  to  the  degre 
of  concentration  on  housing  work  when  other  important  duties  are  calling  for 
attention*  It  ±3  felt  that  the  scale  of  direct  attack  on  the  problem  is  sure  to 
be  sufficient  to  occupy  the  full  energies  of  an  additional  inspector  for  a  long 
time  ahead* 

Repair  of  Property  in  Owners3  Default 

During  the  year  it  was  only  found  necessary  to  issue  one  order  to  a 
Corporation  Contractor!  the  account  for  this  work  which  was  £254=  10*  6d*  being 
recovered  frcm  the  owner* 


Houses  let  in  Loggings 


Apart  frcm  occasions  upon  which  ccmplaints  were  received  as  to  over¬ 
crowding  and  lack  of  amenities,  it  was  not  found  possible  to  carry  out  any  or¬ 
ganised  programme  in  connection  with  houses  let  in  lodgings*  Altogether  fifteen 
visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  five  additional  premises  placed  on  the 
register,  making  a  total  of  sixty-four  known  cases  of  houses  let  in  lodgings* 
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The  inspection  of  houses  let  off  to  several,  families  gives  rise  to 
much  difficulty  in  gaining  admission  to  individual  lodgers  rooms;  almost  in¬ 
variably  it  is  necessary  to  revisit  at  varying  times  to  complete  the  inspection 
of  all  the  occupied  rooms *  In  some  cases  lodgers  resent  the  inspections , 
particularly  in  those  houses  in  -which  the  less  reputable  types  of  lodgers  are 
accommodatedo  Hie  inspectors  found  generally  that  the  byelaw  standard  is  not  being 
properly  maintained  and  that  a  number  of  contraventions  were  revealed  relating  to 
artificial  lighting  of  rooms  and  staircases ,  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing 
f acidities o 


The  operati.cn  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  11  and  12  of  the  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  195A,  is  fraught  with  difficulty,  and  whilst  it  is 
possible  to  require  the  persons  having  control,  of  the  house  to  provide  amenities 
sufficient  for  the  number  of  persons  living  in.  the  house,  the  service  of  a  Notice 
sometimes  results  in  the  eviction  of  sub -tenant sQ  When  the  person  having  control 

of  the  house  is  required  to  reduce  the  numbers  to  within  reasonable  limits, 
again  persons  may  be  displaced  and  they  invariably  seek  alternative  accommodation 
from  the  Housing  Management  Department  or  shelter  from  Welfare  Officer,  thus 
adding  to  the  difficulties  already  experienced  by  those  departments* 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

^'or  sane  years  the  availability  of  this  type  of  accommodation  has  been 
on  the  decline  in  Winchester,  nine  common  lodging  houses  for  men  having  closed 
down,  daring  the  past  fifty  years,  with  a  reduction  in  sleeping  accommodation  from 
220  to  55  bedso 

During  die  immediate  post-war  years,  the  two  remaining  ccmmon  lodging 
houses  generally  were  full  to  capacity,  applicants  regularly  being  turned  away0 
At  the  time  of  a  recent  visit  of  inspection  made  during  the  winter,  however,  spare 
beds  were  found  available  in  the  two  remaining  lodging  houses » 

In  this  regard,  whilst  there  are  numerous  factors  of  significance  in¬ 
cluding  varying  standards  of  accommodation  in  lodging  houses,  it  is  of  some  re¬ 
levance  that  keepers  evidently  discriminate  between  applicants  as  being  desirable 
or  undesirable  on  hygienic  grounds,  and  have  shown  a  preference  for  regular  rather 
than  casual  lodger's* 

With  the  redevelopment  of  the  "Brooks"  area  the  remaining  conmon 
lodging  houses  in  Winchester  have  now  been  closed  and  the  inhabitants  rehoused 
elsewhere* 


It  should  be  pointed  out  here  that  the  standard  of  accommodation 
afforded,  by  these  lodging  houses  was  very  Low.  The  premises  themselves  were  ill-  I 
suited  for  the  purpose  and  in  one  case  the  building  was  dilapidated  and  badly  in  ( 
need  of  essential  repairs.  J 

The  need  for  the  provision  of  a  municipal  owned  lodging  house  has  been 
thoroughly  investigated  by  the  Health  Committee  who  found  that  there  is  now  very 
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little  call  for  such  accommodation  in  the  City. 

Underground  Rooms 

Because  of  the  difficulty  in  rehousing  displaced  persons ,  the  closing 
of  underground  rooms  during  the  past  few  years  has  been  kept  to  a  minimum . 

Where  they  are  so  very  had  as  to  provide  unsatisfactory  accommodation,  however,  the 
right  thing  tc  do,  in  my  view,  is  to  close  them.  Whilst  there  is  no  obligation 
to  rehouse  the  people  displaced  once  the  initiative  has  been  taken,  it  has  been 
the  policy  of  the  Council  to  rehouse  the  people  just  as  soon  as  suitable  acccano™ 
dation  is  available,.

Youth  Hostel  (City  Mill) 

Work  of  .improvement-  at  the  Youth  Hostel  has  resulted  in.  bringing  the 
sleeping  accommodation  up  to  81  beds0  The  alterations  also  included  necessary 
additional  amenities  such  as  improved  sanitation,  small  ecmmon  room  and  cycle  shed. 

Although  the  hostel  was  closed  during  alterations  for  nearly  two 
months,  over  15,000  meals  were  provided  for  the  8,000  members  -  including  1,000 
foreign  visitors  -  who  stayed  at  the  host el 0 

There  was  no  case  of  overcrowding,  food  poisoning  or  infectious 
disease  during  the  year.

PREVENTION  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 

The  problem  of  air  pollution  is  so  often  regarded  as  an  industrial 
nuisance  that  individual  householders  do  not  easily  see  that  anoke  from  their 
chimney  plays  an  important  pant  in  robbing  us  of  a  clean  atmosphere. 

It  is  therefore  timely  to  find  that  in  addition  to  strengthening  control 
over  industrial  smoke ,  the  new  Clean  Air  Act  is  the  first  general  law  to  provide 
for  the  prevention  of  smoke  frcsn  domestic  houses,  for  it  is  now  agreed  that 
domestic  smoke  is  responsible  for  a  great  deal  (approximately  one  half)  of  the 
harm  done  by  air  pollution,  so  that  clean  air  cannot  be  secured  unless  this  problem, 
as  well  as  that  of  industrial  pollution,  is  solved. 


Industrial  pollution  is  fairly  constant  the  year  round,  and  the  im-  I 
provement  shown  throughout  the  country  during  the  summer  months  is  due  largely  to  a 
reduction  in  domestic  anoke.  In  a  district  such  as  Winchester  where  there  is 
little  industry,  a  quite  remarkable  improvement  would  result  from  a  changeover  from 


burning  raw  coal  in  domestic  grates  to  the  use  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  or  one  of 
the  other  foims  cf  heating.  Admittedly  the  capital  expenditure  involved,  es¬ 
pecially  for  the  older  developed  areas,  would  be  colossal  and  for  many  years 
impossible  -  but  this  does  not  mean  that  the  newer  built-up  areas  should  not  be 
designed  from  the  start  as  smoke  control  areas,,  Would  it  not  be  appropriate, 
for  example,  to  insist  that  all  new  houses  be  required  to  be  equipped  with  smoke¬ 
less  heating  appliances] 

In  the  meantime  our  first  approach  to  the  Act  must  be  through,  the 
Section  dealing  with  investigation*  To  do  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  obtain 
essential  measuring  apparatus  in  order  that  a  study  of  the  atmosphere  of  this  dis¬ 
trict  can  be  made* 

Eight  ob serrations  were  made  during  the  year  of  industrial  steam- 
raising  plant,  one  of  which  was  found  to  be  emitting  excessive  amounts  of  black 
smoke.  After  being  cautioned,  the  Management  took  steps  to  deal  with  the  cause 
of  the  nuisance  which  was  eventually  abated* 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  connection  with  smoke 
abatement  during  1956  was  as  follows:-

Effluvia  and  Dust  Nuisances  (Section  92(d),  Public 

Health  Act,  1936) 


The  Incidence  of  complaints  concerning  the  discharge  of  dust  or 
effluvia,  from  trade  premises  is  surprisingly  small*  Several  complaints  however 
related  to  burning  of  waste  rubber,  linoleum  and  old  leather  on  demolition  sites* 
In  every  case  an  informal  intimation  to  the  person  responsible  resulted  in  the 
prcmpt  discontinuance  of  the  practice  which  had  given  rise  to  objection* 

The  investigation  of  a  complaint  about  oil  fumes  and  smuts  from  a  low 
industrial  chimney  during  certain  climate  conditions,  disclosed  that  passing 
railway  engines  produced  smoke  and  smuts  after  emerging  from  a  nearby  tunnel;  the 
conditions  were  not  deemed  to  constitute  a  nuisance  under  the  provisions  of  the 

Act. 


The  problem  of  nuisance  from  railway  engines  is  not  easy  of  solution, 
but  legislation  requires  that  "every  locomotive  steam  engine  used  on  the  railways 
shall,  if  it  uses  coal  or  similar  fuel  emitting  smoke,  be  constructed  so  as  to 
consume  its  own  smoke"*  The  procedure  to  secure  abatement  is  somewhat  involved, 
and  prior  tc  any  other  action*  arrangements  were  made  to  make  a  survey  of  con¬ 
ditions  .in  the  City  area  so  that,  if  necessary,  the  matter  could  be  pursued  with 
the  appropriate  Authorities*  Details  of  the  survey  and  any  action  found  to  be 
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necessary  will  be  given  in  the  next  Annual  Report, 
Domestic  Smoke, 


The  Police  are  responsible  for  this  type  of  nuisance  which  usually 
arises  from  the  neglectful  firing  of  dirty  domestic  chimney  fluesa  The  number 
of  such  offences  for  the  year  was  twc0 

In  summary ,  all  complaints  of  smoke  nuisance  were  investigated  at 
once;  routine  observation  was  kept  on  chimneys  throughout  the  City  and  offenders 
were  dealt  with  by  inspection  and  advice 0 

Noise  Nuisance., 

In  recent  years ,  the  number  of  complaints  received  from  residents 
regarding  noise  created  by  industrial  processes  has  increased ,  for  it  is  now  re¬ 
cognised  that  excessive  or  unreasonable  noise  is  of  public  health  concern0  What 
is  not  generally  realised,  however 5  is  that  the  enforcement  powers  depend  on 
several  factors,  including  proof  that  the  noise  is  excessive,  unreasonable  or 
unnecessary  and  injurious  or  dangerous  to  health„ 

Notwithstanding  these  limitations  to  remedial  action,  a  great  deal 
was  achieved  by  interviews  and  correspondence  with  the  management  of  firms  from 
whose  premises  noise  emission  had.  given  rise  to  complaint sQ 

In  no  case  did  it  prove  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  statutory  action; 
this  position  is  evidence  alike  of  the  resource  of  the  Health  Inspectors  and  the 
measure  of  co-opera, t ion  they  have  encountered,,  In  several  instances  the  firms 
concerned  were  obviously  unaware  that  they  had  been  interfering  unduly  with  the 
reasonable  needs  of  nearby  residents,,  In  a  few  cases  it  was  apparent  that  the 
complainants  had  endeavoured  unsuccessfully  to  secure  redress  by  direct  approach 
to  the  firm  concerned,  and  had  complained  to  the  Department  as  a  last  resource. 

In  the  main  the  complaints  related  to  industrial  noises  emanating  from 
premises  situated  in  the  districts  in  which  long-established  trade  or  industrial 
undertakings  are  carried  on  in  relatively  close  proximity  to  dwellinghouses  erected 
in  pre  Town  Planning  times,  I 

The  70.1  ses  about  which  complaints  were  received  included  dairy  and 
bakehouse  operations,  ventilation  exhaust  ducts,  electric  fan  to  a  boiler  forced 
draught  system,  loading  and  unloading  operations  at  trade  premises  and  "music 
while  you  work".  In.  every  case  the  co-operation  of  the  proprietor  of  the  premises 
concerned  was  readily  obtained  and  suggestions  made  by  the  Department  were 
adopted. 

Complaints, 

During  the  yea c  a  total  of  nearly  700  inspections  and.  visits  were  made 
for  the  investigation  and  suppression  of  nuisances. 


Complaints  in  many  cases  were  made  at  the  department  only  after  re¬ 
peated  requests  addressed  to  the  persons  causing  or  permitting  the  nuisance ,  or 
to  the  owner  or  agents  of  property,  had  been  ignored.  A  great  deal  of  the 
Health  Inspectors”  time  is  taken  up  by  these  special  investigations,, 

Over  the  twelve  months  289  complaints  of  nuisances  were  received  as 
compared  with  280  the  previous  year0 

The  number  of  Notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  was  271 
infoimal  and  18  statutory. 

Pet  Shops. 


There  are  three  shops  covered  by  licences  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act, 
1951?  arid  twelve  visits  were  made.  In  one  of  these  cases  the  licensing  conditions 
were  not  found  to  be  fully  observed;  the  premises  were  generally  unsuitable  for 
the  purpose,  being  of  inadequate  size  and  insufficiently  ventilated.  They  were 
frequently  rodent  infested  and  the  cause  of  a  nuisance  to  the  flat  above  the  shop. 
The  proprietor  subsequently  obtained  more  suitable  premises  and  has  evolved  a  pet 
shop  which  is  well  maintained  and  commodious. 

Land  Charges  Register, 

In  connection  with  the  sale  of  properties  in  the  City  area  and  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  if  there  were  any  outstanding  or  impending  notices,  a  total 
of  270  searches  were  made  by  the  department.  This  figure  represents  an  increase 
of  24  searches  on  the  previous  year. 

Offensive  Trades. 

There  is  only  one  establishment  in  the  City  at  which  an  "offensive 
trade"  within  the  meaning  of  the  tern  under  the  Public  Health  Act  ,  1936,  is 
carried  on.  In  addition  to  being  scrap  iron  merchants,  this  business  is  concerned 
with  the  collection  of  putrescible  animal  matter  and  close  supervision  was  ex¬ 
ercised,  particularly  in  the  warmer  weather,  to  obviate  development  of  conditions 
which  could  give  rise  to  nuisance  from  offensive  smells  or  breeding  of  flies. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

The  Health  Committee 3 s  policy  of  reducing  the  number  of  Van  dwellings 
in  the  City  to  a  minimum,  has  been  followed  vigorously  with  the  result  that  only 
five  Caravans  had  been  licenced  by  the  end  of  1956, 

Airing  the  year,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Health  Inspectors  to  pay 
numerous  visits  to  several  unauthorised  camping  sites  before  the  Caravans  were 
cleared.  Such  Caravan  dwellers  are  often  gipsies  or  other  type  of  nomads.  The 
menfolk  usually  participate  in  sane  form  of  trade  such  as  rag  sorting,  peddling  or 
recovery  of  scrap  metal.  These  dwellers  have  very  little  idea  of  the  elementary 
principles  of  hygiene  and  make  no  provision  for  the  disposal  of  waste  matter  of 
any  kind. 
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Administrative  action  has  been  made  more  difficult  by  evasive  be¬ 
haviour  of  this  type  of  occupier,,  who  often  give  wrong  names  to  the  Inspectors 
and  remove  their  habitations  to  other  sites  when  operation  of  nuisance  abatement 
procedure  becomes  imminent »

Food  Poisoning. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  were  no  outbreaks  of  food 
poisoning  during  the  year  which  involved  groups  of  persons  communally  feedingo 
It  appears  at  first  glance  that  the  wider  publicity  and  activity  associated  with 
food  handling  and  hygiene  is  having  its  effect,  at  least  among  those  engaged  in 
the  catering  trade0 


Details  of  the  only  one  case  of  food  poisoning  investigated  by  the 
Health  Inspectors  is  as  follows 


The  case  concerned  a  family  of  four  persons  who  were  reported  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  suffering  from  food  poisoning  symptoms.  Salmonella 
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Typhi-Murium  was  isolated  from  faeces  samples  taken  from  three  members  of  the 
family.  No  individual  suspected  food  was  f oundQ 


The  City°s  water  supply  pumped  from  boreholes  and  wells  in  the  chalk 
and  distributed  through  iron  mains  on  the  constant  system ,  is  supplied  to  all 
the  houses  in  the  district 0 

Regular  examinations ,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical,  are  made  of 
the  towrPs  water,  samples  being  obtained  to  check  its  purity  at  dwellinghouses, 
institutions  and  business  premises  etcD ,  as  routine  procedure  and  upon  complaint , 
The  water  has  no  piumbo  solvent  action  and  is  chlorinated  before  being  pumped 
through  the  mains 0 

The  results  are  consistently  good,  indicating  the  maintenance  of  a 
high  standard  of  purity 0 

No  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  was  necessary  during 

the  yearQ 

Remarks  =»  The  water  is  chemically  and  bacteriologically  satisfactory 
for  a  public  supply 0

NEW  FOOD  LEGISLATION 

On  the  1st  January,  1956 ,  the  new  Food  and  Drugs  (Amendment)  Act  came 
into  operation  accompanied  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  made  under  Sections 
13  and  123  of  the  New  Act® 
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HEW  FOOD  LEGISLATION  (Contd.) 


The  main  improvement  on  the  old  position  is  that  Local  Authorities 
now  have  powers  in  relation  to  places  where  food  is  sold  and  not  merely  where 
it  is  prepared,  stored  or  handled,.  The  new  Regulations  thus  cover  such  premises 
as  schools,  clubs ,  hotels,  hoarding  houses,  canteens,  stalls  and  vendors9  vehicles,, 
If  such  places  are  insanitary,  they  may  not  he  used  to  conduct  a  food  business^ 
the  use  of  domestic  premises  for  the  commercial  packing  and  preparation  of  food 
is  also  re  strict  edo  With  over  12,000  food  poisoning  incidents  in  England  and 

Wales  during  1955 ,  these  Regulations  -  designed,  to  prevent  the  contamination  of 
foods  and  the  conditions  under  which  susceptible  foods  are  to  he  kept  -  are  most 
welcome  and  opportune,, 

Apart  from  cleanliness,  no  single  factor  could  do  more  to  reduce 
food  poisoning  than  refrigeration  facilities „  Health  Inspectors  have  done 
much  to  further  this  end  by  education  «*»  the  new  Regulations  have  now  provided 
them  with  the  necessary  legal  powers,, 

Restaurants  etc„ 

The  inspection  of  restaurants,  hotel  kitchens  and  snackbars  has 
continued  during  the  year,  and  a  number  of  extensive  alterations  and  improvements 
have  begun  and  in  some  cases  completed,,  Almost  without  exception  the  restaurants 
and  hotels  have  improved  their  kitchens  and  preparation  rooms„  The  Health  In¬ 
spector  is  concerned  hy  what  is  seen  by  the  public,  but  more  so  with  what  takes 
place  in  the  kit chens „  Higher  standards,  both  of  premises  and  of  methods, 

are  the  aim  of  all  our  work,  and  the  advantages  of  improved  appliances  and  working 
surfaces  are  readily  apparent  to  the  employer  and  employee  where  these  have  been 
carried  outQ 


Altogether  a  total  of  34.3  visits  were  made  during}  the  year,  when  a 
great  deal  of  advice  on  hygiene  standards  and  technique  was  given  to  managements 
and  employee  So

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Thirty-two  shops  in  the  City  area  -were  inspected  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  retail  distributive  trade 9  as  prescribed  by  the  provisions  of 
the  Shops  Act$  1950 <> 

These  duties  include  the  periodical  inspection  and  recording  of  the 
necessary  particulars  of  all  shops  and  places  where  retail  trade  is  carried  on, 
certain  wholesale  establishments  and  warehouse sc  Inspections  to  ascertain  that 
a  suitable  standard  is  provided  and  maintained  regarding  sanitary  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities |  ventilation,  temperature  and  lighting;  facilities  for 
the  taking  of  meals  and  the  provision  of  seating  accommodation  for  female 
assistant So 


Several  defects  and  contraventions  were  discovered  and  referred  to 
the  persons  responsible „  These  matters  received  prompt  attention  and  were 

dealt  with  informally,. 

In  order  that  newly  constructed  shop  premises  shall  conform  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Shops  Act,  the  City  Engineer  forwards  plans  of  proposed 
shops  to  the  Health  Department  for  observation  before  the  plans  are  approvedo 

Registration  of  Pood  premises  -  Section  i60  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955° 

During  the  year  3  "Certificates  of  Registration"  were  granted  by  the 
!  Council  for  the  Sale  of  Ice  Cream0  The  total  number  of  premises  now  registered

HYGIENE  IN  SCHOOLS 

Owing  to  pressure  of  other  urgent  duties s  it  has  not  be  possible 
during  the  year  to  carry  out  inspections  of  all  the  2  7  schools  in  the  area„  The 
requests  for  assistance  or  advice  which  gave  rise  to  special  action  or  investiga¬ 
tion,  were  as  follows?-

Following  a  "parent  complaint  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  a.t  this 
school",  complete  inspection  of  its  three  separate  buildings  was  made  under  the

recommendations  forwarded  to  the  County  Authorities® 

Subsequent  discussions  were  of  value  in  obtaining  remedial  action  and 
the  timely  opening  of  a  new  junior  school  also  assisted  in  partly  alleviating  the 
sub -standard  conditions0  Seme  of  the  recommendations  are  still  under  discussion0

of  rodent  activities  were  found,,  Where  baits  showed  a  5 no  take* 1 2 3 * 5 6  the  treatments 
were  discontinued,. 

In  addition  to  the  above s  schools,,  hospitals,  the  Hants  Constabulary 
H.  Q.  and  other  large  properties  9  making  a  total  of  10  in  all  were  treated,, 

The  estimated  kill  was  120  rats„ 


Sewer  Treatment . 

Routine  treatments  of  the  City2 s  sewer  system  have  continued  through- 
out  the  year  and  sewers  on  new  housing  estates  were  brought  into  the  scheme  and 
test  baited  to  ascertain  the  nature  of  any  rat  infestation,, 


Owing  to  the  decreased  rat  population  in  the  Sewers s  the  Ministry 
decided  that  a  10 %  test  was  not  necessary0  The  usual  time  of  five  weeks  which 
is  spent  on  this  work  was  therefore  reduced  to  two0 


Although  routine  treatment  has  substantially  reduced  the  rat  papu¬ 
lation,,  it  is  not  possible  at  the  present  time  to  eradicate  them  completely  owing 
to  the  distance  between  the  manholes  in  the  older  section  of  the  sewer  system 0 
It  is  evident s  however s  that  the  continued  treatment  of  sewers  has  had  a  bene¬ 
ficial  effect  and  in  certain  parts  of  the  City,  they  are  completely  free  from  rats„

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  .1949 


The  Rodent  Control  Section  of  the  Health  Department  is  now  widely  known 
in  the  City?  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  both  owners  and  occupiers  report  the 
presence  of  rodents  on  their  prenises,,  whether  in  substantial  numbers  or  not„ 

It  is  also  to  the  good  that  the  public  have  become  so  rodent  minded 
as  to  report  these  conditions ,  even  if  they  he  of  a  trivial  nature „  This  class 
of  complaint  is  usually  associated  with  mice,,  which  are  sometimes  more  difficult 
to  clear  up  than  rats  owing  to  their  rapid  and  unpredictable  movements „  Unlike 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949  (Contdo  ) 


rats  they  do  not  keep  to  definite  tracks,  but  harbour  behind  f  ire-ranges,  skirting 
boards,  cupboards  and  in  floor  spaces,  raiding  larders  and  food  shelves  in  search 
of  food* 


They  often  cause  damage  to  furnishings  in  their  endeavours  to  obtain 
nesting  materials  in  addition  to  the  destruction  and  contamination  of  food;  a 
matter  of  public  health  signif icance0 

Rats  may  be  brought  into  premises  in  goods,  packages,  straw  etc„,  or 
may  obtain  entrance  by  reason  of  defects  in  the  structure,  such  as  short  doors, 
badly  worn  doorsteps,  broken  or  missing  basement  windows,  broken  or  missing  floor 
space  ventilators,  etcQ  Many  infestations  originate  in  drainage  defects  inside 
or  outside  the  pronises0 

When  buildings  are  structurally  rat  proof  internal  infestation  rarely 

occurs o 
Treatments » 


All  business  premises  are  charged  for  any  treatment  which  the  depart¬ 
ment  carries  out  on  request,  whilst  domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  cost,  in 
accordance  with  the  Circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Councilo  The  total  fees  in  this  connection  were 
£283 a  So  6d„  for  the  year0 

As  in  recent  years,  the  trend  has  been  for  it  to  be  unusual  to  find 
heavy  infestations  of  rats  in  premises  within  the  City0  The  scheme  for  regular 
servicing  of  business  premises  has  continued  to  work  sat isf act orily 0  Due  to  the 

success  of  the  treatments  carried  out  it  has  been  possible  to  lengthen  considerably 
the  periods  between  periodic  inspections  and  treatment  of  these  premiseso 

The  heaviest  infestation  of  rats  in  the  City  was  found  at  the  Council 5 s 
refuse  tip;  the  rat  population  being  mainly  confined  to  those  portions  of  the 
tip  where  crude  refuse  has  been  deposited  without  sufficient  or  suitable  covering 
materialo  Regular  inspection  of  the  tip  was  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and 
every  opportunity  was  taken  to  carry  out  poison  treatments,. 

Disused  drains ,  i0 e0 ,  drains  which  no  longer  serve  a  building ,  are 
most  difficult  bouu  to  find  and  to  deal  with0  In  one  four  storey  building  which 
is  used  as  a  grain  warehouse,  three  disused  drainage  lengths  were  dis covered „ 

One  of  these  was  connected  to  the  sewer  and  rats  had  been  leaving  the  pipe  over  a 
long  period  and  causing  considerable  damage  to  grain  and  bagsQ  Each  separate 
drain  had  to  be  tested  and  sealed  off  -  the  drains  had  actually  served  a  previous 
building  on  the  site  which  had  been  demolished  many  years  agoc 


Under  Part  1  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949$  a  total 
of  328  occupiers  notified  the  Health  Department  that  rats  or  mice  infested  their 
premises. 


In  addition  to  their  regular  duties 9  the  rodent  staff  destroyed  38 
wasp  nests,  120  pigeons,  32  squabs  and  40  eggs  during  the  year, 

EXAMINATION  OF  DRAINS 


During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  carry  out  87  drain  tests, 
37  of  these  being  attached  to  houses  situated  in  Clearance  Areas  and  9  being  new 
drains  relaid  in  place  of  those  found  defective. 


In  connection  with  investigation  of  complaints  about  choked  or  leaking 
drains,  it  proved  necessary  to  apply  the  provisions  of  Section  48  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  at  9  premises.  Under  these  powers  the  Corporation  may  open  up 
the  ground  at  private  premises  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  condition,  of  the 
[drains,  and  if  necessary,  apply  specified  tests  to  appliances  which  appear  to.be 
I  defective. 


The  conditions  so  disclosed  become  the  basis  of  action  under  Section  • 
139  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  when  drains  are  involved.  When  the  defective 
[conduits  are  found  to  be  public  sewers,  the  necessary  works  of  repair  are  carried 
lout  under  Sections  23  and  24  of  the  Act,  the  expenses  incurred  being  charged  to 
Ithe  owners  of  the  length  of  sewer  concerned.  The  cost  of  such  work  for  1 996  was 
|£80,  1,  10, 


Talks  and  Demonstrations, 


,  It  has  been  pleasing  during  the  year-  to  find  how  readily  help  and 

advice  have  been  sought  from  officers  of  the  department.  Food  traders  generally 
are  realising  more  and  more  that  the  Health  Department  exists  to  help  as  well  as 
bo  administer  the  law.  Eleven  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  during  the
